§ 63.9941 Who implements and en-
forces this subpart? 

(a) This subpart can be implemented 
and enforced by us, the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(U.S. EPA) or a delegated authority 
such as your State, local, or tribal 
agency. If the EPA Administrator has 
delegated authority to your State, 
local, or tribal agency, then that agen-
cy has the authority to implement and 
enforce this subpart. You should con-
tact your EPA Regional Office to find 
out if this subpart is delegated to your 
State, local, or tribal agency. 

(b) In delegating implementation and 
enforcement authority of this subpart 
to a State, local, or tribal agency 
under subpart E of this part, the au-
thorities contained in paragraph (c) of 
this section are retained by the Admin-
istrator of the EPA and are not trans-
ferred to the State, local, or tribal 
agency. 

(c) The authorities that will not be 
delegated to State, local, or tribal 
agencies are specified in paragraphs 
(c)(1) through (4) of this section.

§ 63.10(f) and as defined in § 63.90. 

§ 63.9942 What definitions apply to this 
subpart? 

Terms used in this subpart are de-
fined in the Clean Air Act, in § 63.2, and 
in this section as follows: 

Chlorine plant bypass scrubber means 
the wet scrubber that captures chlorine 
gas during a chlorine plant shut down 
or failure. 

Deviation means any instance in 
which an affected source subject to this 
subpart, or an owner or operator of 
such a source: 

(1) Fails to meet any requirement or 
obligation established by this subpart, 
including but not limited to any emis-

sion limitation (including operating 
limits) or operation and maintenance 
requirement; 

(2) Fails to meet any term or condi-
tion that is adopted to implement an 
applicable requirement in this subpart 
and that is included in the operating 
permit for any affected source required 
to obtain such a permit; or 

(3) Fails to meet any emission limi-
tation in this subpart during startup, 
shutdown, or malfunction, regardless 
of whether or not such failure is per-
mitted by this subpart. 

Emission limitation means any emis-
sion limit, opacity limit, or operating 
limit. 

Launder off-gas system means a sys-
tem that collects chlorine and hydro-
chloric acid fumes from collection 
points within the melt/reactor system 
building. The system then removes par-
ticulate matter and hydrochloric acid 
from the collected gases prior to dis-
charge to the atmosphere. 

Magnesium chloride storage bins means 
vessels that store dried magnesium 
chloride powder produced from the 
spray drying operation. 

Melt/reactor system means a system 
that melts and chlorinates dehydrated 
brine to produce high purity molten 
magnesium chloride feed for elec-
trolysis. 

Primary magnesium refining means the 
production of magnesium metal and 
magnesium metal alloys from natural 
sources of magnesium chloride such as 
sea water or water from the Great Salt 
Lake and magnesium bearing ores. 

Responsible official means responsible 
official as defined in § 63.2. 

Spray dryer means dryers that evapo-
rate brine to form magnesium powder 
by contact with high temperature 
gases exhausted from gas turbines. 

Wet scrubber means a device that con-
tacts an exhaust gas with a liquid to 
remove particulate matter and acid 
gases from the exhaust. Examples are 
packed-bed wet scrubbers and venturi 
scrubbers. 

Work practice standard means any de-
sign, equipment, work practice, or 
operational standard, or combination 
thereof, that is promulgated pursuant 
to section 112(h) of the Clean Air Act. 
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
